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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 has not been labeled as "Prior Art". 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of undue length. The 
abstract must be 150 words or less. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 - 3, 6 - 13, 16 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(B) as being 
anticipated by Johnson (US Pat. No. 6,133,986). 

Johnson, in at least Figs. 1 - 3, discloses a lithographic apparatus for writing a pattern 
onto a photosensitive substrate (6, 12). The apparatus has a spatial light modulator 11 
in the form of a plurality of micromirrors having a controller 106. (Col. 4, lines 5, 28 - 
45) 

Figs 4 and 5 disclose main scanning operation having a tilt relative to a direction of 
arrangement of the irradiation group 17, the total scanning involves a scan in two 
directions. The figures (4, 5) show an irradiation group is rectangular and have equal 
pitches in two directions. The irradiation group forming a lattice arrangement on the 
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substrate (6,12) . There is a continuous line scan. See col. 5, lines 21 - 62. Claims 1 - 
3,9-13,19,20 

Claim 6-8, 16-18 define common means of operating a spatial light modulator and 
would be the means for controlling the spatial light modulator 1 1 . 

7. Claims 1 - 3, 6 - 13, 16 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Almogy (US Pub. No. 2003/0123040). 

Almoy, in Fig. 2, discloses a lithography apparatus having a spatial light modulator 
(SLM) 104, which may be in the form of digital micromirror device, to write a pattern 
onto the substrate 120. The apparatus uses a slanted or titled scan. See paragraphs 
[0012, 0042]. Fig. 3 shown one embodiment of a scan technique; the technique 
produces a lattice pattern on the substrate 120. See paragraphs [001 1 , 0058]. (claims 
1,2, 9- 12,19 and 20) 

With regard to claims 6 - 8, 16 - 18, the SLM is controlled by control unit 108, the unit 
comprising: a memory unit 108a, data rendering unit 108b and information interface 
108c controlled the flow of data into and out of the SLM. 

Fig. 3 also shows that the pitch of the irradiation group in equal in both directions - 
claims 3 and 13. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4, 5, 14, 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose the travel distance claimed.
